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opening  Session 


Down  the  center  aisle  came  the  Susquehanna 
Township  High  School  band,  followed  by  members 
of  the  planning  committe  and  guests  on  the  dais  — 
and  with  that,  the  Pennsylvania  Governor’s  Confer- 
ence on  Libraries  and  Information  Services  got 
under  way.  Having  thus  signalled  that  there  would 
no  longer  be  any  “silence”  about  hbraries.  Chair- 
person Diane  C.  “Dini”  Katz  called  the  Conference 
to  order.  Urging  the  500  delegates  and  guests  from 
aU  over  the  Commonwealth  to  take  an  active  role  in 
the  planned  events,  she  outlined  the  steps  that  had 
led  up  to  this  event  and  the  activities  that  lay 
ahead. 

After  a bit  of  a delay  in  the  action.  Governor 
Milton  J.  Shapp  arrived  and  addressed  those 


assembled,  sharing  some  of  his  thoughts  about 
what  could  be  expected  from  the  state  government. 
Although  he  was  discomaging  about  finances,  he 
implored  the  delegates  to  find  more  effective  ways 
of  using  the  vast  resources  we  have. 

. . • The  sheer  bulk  of  knowledge  we  have 
stored  presents  a problem.  We  must  de- 
sign networks  that  will  enable  us  to  share 
special  equipment  and  resources  . . . 
Financial  conditions  will  become  worse. 
There  is  a general  reluctance  to  increase 
the  budget  for  any  service,  no  matter  how 
vital.  We  must  deal  with  reality  . . . Re- 
member, a society  which  fails  to  nurture 
the  minds  of  its  citizens  will  rapidly  fail.

Workshops 


Intended  as  the  educational  arm  of  the  Conference,  the  workshops  focused  on  many  of  the  issues  identified 
in  papers  written  by  hbrary  community  leaders  expressly  for  the  Conference  and  distributed  to  delegates 
beforehand.  These  particular  issues  were  chosen  because  they  relate  to  all  types  of  hbraries  and  overlap 
each  other  in  many  instances.  Led  by  members  of  the  planning  committee,  the  workshops  ran  for  IVz  hours 
each  for  two  sessions.  Each  delegate  was  assigned  to  two  different  workshops. 


Access 

What  kinds  of  barriers  are  there  to  good  hbrary 
service?  Architectural,  bibhographic,  distance, 
iUiteracy,  lack  of  funds,  handicaps  . . . the  fist  is 
long.  Many  of  these  barriers  were  presented  in  the 
workshop  via  small  skits.  Led  by  Bill  Lafiranchi, 
participants  then  examined  the  Action  Goals  that 
related  to  access,  with  an  eye  toward  changes  they 
felt  ought  to  be  made. 

Policy 

Using  many  of  the  folks  who  make  hbrary  pohcy  as 
resotirce  people.  Workshop  leader  Bob  Case  took 
the  participants  through  the  Action  Goals  that 
related  to  pohcy  and  led  hvely  discussions  on  pro- 
posed changes.  From  school  director,  to  State 
Librarian,  Coxmty  Commissioner  to  cohege  pro- 
vost — citizens  were  amazed  to  discover  how 
many  people  besides  pubhc  hbrary  trustees  actual- 
ly shape  hbrary  pohcies. 

Funding 

Featuring  many  of  the  decisionmakers  and  hbrar- 
ians  affected  by  their  decisions,  this  workshop  pro- 
vided a forum  for  discussion  of  the  fimding  pat- 


terns of  several  different  types  of  hbraries.  Sister 
Constance  Melvin  acted  as  convenor  and  kept 
activities  rolling  along  as  participants  struggled 
with  solutions  to  problems,  new  and  old. 

IITctworks 

Background  on  existing  networks  emd  the  possible 
impact  of  any  new  structures  was  presented  by 
David  Hoffman,  who  introduced  the  notion  of  an 
ah-purpose  hbrary  card  that  could  be  used  any- 
where. Leader  Betty  Rupert  then  led  a discussion 
of  Action  Goals,  which  stimulated  workshop  par- 
ticipants to  begin  to  think  in  terms  of  larger  net- 
works. 

Tecliuology 

A shde-tape  show  (produced  for  Pennsylvania  by 
Brodart)  began  this  workshop,  and  explored  all  the 
existing  and  projected  technology  available  for  all 
types  of  hbraries.  Leader  Mary  Vasilakis  then 
opened  discussion  by  a panel  of  hbrary  resotrrce 
people  and  delegates  about  what  the  first  steps 
toward  the  use  of  technology  wotdd  be,  the  chang- 
ing role  of  the  hbrarian  and  the  experience  of  some 
communities  that  are  sharing  equipment  among 
hbraries,  schools  and  municipal  offices.

Led  by  Betsy  Hoffinaa,  this  caucus  had  hvely  participation  by  eiU 
those  present.  The  major  issues  were  insxirmg  good  pubhc 
Ubrary  service,  interhbrary  dehvery  service,  and  provision  of 
services  to  the  handicapped  and  non-Enghsh-speaking  minor- 
ities. This  caucus  also  felt  that  it  should  have  been  permitted  a 
larger  voice  in  the  White  House  delegation  because  of  its  size. 


South  Central 


With  Ken  Brunjes  at  the  hehn,  this  caucus’  activities  were  high- 
hghted  by  amendments  made  to  action  goals  that  related  to  ser- 
vices to  the  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  and  the  inclu- 
sion of  a national  periodical  system  in  a national  network. 


Northwest 


Ann  Lesser  was  the  leader  in  this  caucus,  which  brought  to  the 
floor  of  the  Conference  a concern  that  medical  hbraries  be  in- 
cluded in  Federal  flmding  patterns  and  that  rural  concerns  be  a 
major  consideration  of  all  delegates. 


Northeast 


The  strengthening  of  public  hbrary  funding  patterns,  school 
hbrary  and  media  centers  throughout  the  state  was  at  the  top  of 
this  caucus’  hst  of  concerns,  brought  to  the  floor  by  leader  Jtde 
Shipman. 


North  Central 


Strengthening  the  responsibilities  and  authority  of  the  state 
Hbrary  by  elevating  it  to  commission  status  within  the  State 
Department  of  Education  was  foremost  on  the  minds  of  North 
Central  delegates,  whose  leader  was  Mary  Louise  Kehher.  Inter- 
Hbrary  Dehvery  Service  was  also  cited  as  a key  element  to  good 
service  by  this  group,  which  represented  a rural  constituency. 


Southwest 


Legislator  Rep.  Joseph  Rhodes’  caucus  brought  forth  a call  for 
assured  flmding  of  ah.  Hbrary  services  on  the  state  level  so  that 
every  citizen  could  be  guaranteed  access  to  Hbrary  service.  This 
caucus  also  heavily  endorsed  additional  teixes  to  pay  for  this  new 
funding  thrust.

General  Sessions 


Action  on  the  issues  at  the  Governor’s  Confer- 
ence centered  around  a body  of  Action  Goals  that 
were  developed  in  advance  by  the  Planning  Com- 
mittee. The  result  of  questionnaires  that  had  been 
distributed  to  thousands  of  people  across  the 
state,  speakouts  held  in  many  commimities,  and 
studies  that  had  already  been  made,  the  Action 
Goals  were  amended,  deleted,  added  to,  improved 
upon  emd,  at  the  end,  battlewom. 

As  delegates  began  to  move  their  favorite  issues 
onto  the  floor  for  action,  parliamentary  activity  got 
a httle  rou^,  imtil  the  former  parUamentarian  for 


the  House  of  Representatives  was  rushed  to  the 
scene.  In  the  person  of  Thomas  Balaban,  he  was 
extremely  helpful  to  Mrs.  Katz  and  to  the  rest  of 
the  delegates. 

Governor  Shapp  arrived  on  the  scene  before  the 
delegates  were  ready  to  present  him  with  their 
work  and  waited  for  an  hour  while  they  finished  up. 
He  was  on  hand  to  see  one  of  the  most  hotly- 
debated  resolutions  acted  upon  — that  calling  for 
higher  taxes  to  support  improved  hbrary  services. 
His  comment:  “If  you  don’t  speak  up,  you’ll  be 
left  at  the  bottom  of  the  totem  pole.”

RESOLUTIONS 


1.  Whereas  it  is  often  assumed  that  the  citizens 
of  Pennsylvania  abhor  rising  taxes,  at  any  cost, 
the  lay  and  hbrary  delegates  to  the  Confer- 
ence body  hereby  support  tax  increases,  if 
necessary,  to  carry  out  ovu:  action  goals  and 
serve  the  continuing  needs  of  all  hbraries  — 
pubhc,  school,  special  and  academic  — in  this 
Commonwealth . 

2.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  calls  on  the  State  Librar- 
ian and  the  Bureau  of  Library  Development  to 
provide  leadership  for  the  creation  of  a state- 
wide Friends  of  the  Library  Association  whose 
pxupose  wiU  be  to  foster  and  promote  pubhc 
awareness  programs  for  aU  types  of  hbraries;  to 
serve  as  a sotmding  board  for  the  citizenry  of 
Pennsylvania  on  materials  pertaining  to  local 
and  statewide  information;  a steering  commit- 
tee to  be  formed  before  December  2,  1977. 


the  Commonwealth  are  adequately  funded  to 
carry  out  effective  programs  of  hbrary  and  in- 
formation services  to  all  citizens. 

Therefore,  there  should  be  a review  of  the  pres- 
ent status  and  implementation  of  projects  de- 
signed to  widen  the  geographical  and  nmnerical 
range  of  hbrary  services  to  the  disadvantaged, 
the  imserved  and  under  served.  These  disad- 
vantaged persons  to  be  defined  as  unmotivated 
or  under-educated  innercity  residents  in  urban 
areas,  residents  of  isolated  rural  and  suburban 
areas,  residents  of  depressed  small  communi- 
ties, migrant  workers,  native  Americans,  His- 
panic Americans  and  others  not  now  receiving 
an  acceptable  or  even  a minimal  level  of  hbrary 
service. 


3.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  calls  upon  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature  to  enact  legislation  and  appro- 
priate funds  to  provide  an  assured  basic  Bnan- 
clal  support  and  financial  incentives  to  pubhc 
hbraries  so  every  resident  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall  have  hbrary  service  according  to 
the  “Minimum  Standards”  as  estabhshed  by  the 
State  Library,  and  to  assure  that  the  hbraries  of

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FEDERAL 


1.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  calls  on  the  United  States 
Congress  to  enact  legislation  providing  for  low 
preferential  postal  rates  for  materials  shipped 
to  and  from  Ubraries,  and  assurance  that  these 
rates  wiU  remain  low.  The  Conference  further 
asks  the  Congress  to  enact  legislation  that 
would  permit  non-profit  dehvery  services  link- 
ing Ubraries  of  aU  types  to  carry  any  written, 
recorded,  or  printed  message  from  one  Ubrary 
to  another. 

2.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  strongly  recommends  that 
the  National  Commission  on  Libraries  and  In- 
formation Science  be  funded  by  Congress  to 
contract  for  research  in  Ubrary  technology  con- 
ducive to  the  efficient  operation  of  a national 
Ubrary  and  information  network;  further,  that 
support  be  given  to  the  specific  network  of  a na- 
tional periodicals  system  as  planned  and  ap- 
proved by  the  National  Commission  on  Li- 
braries and  Information  Science  and  the  con- 
cept of  a national  lending  Ubrary  for  aU  types  of 
printed  material;  and  further,  that  the  National 
Commission  on  Libraries  and  Information 
Science,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  State  and 
multi-state  networks,  the  Cotmcil  for  Com- 
puterized Library  Networks,  the  State  Library 
Agencies  and  the  Ubrary  data  base  centers  ac- 
tively work  together  in  a cooperative  spirit  in 
the  planning  of  the  National  network. 

3.  a.  The  Conference  caUs  for  a program  of 
building  modernization  to  be  accompUshed  by 
1990  with  funds  from  federal,  state  and  local 
sources  through: 

1.  Active  encouragement  of  the  United  States 
Congress  and  the  President  to  appropriate 


at  least  865,000,000  annuaUy  for  Title  II 
of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act,  beginning  in  fiscal  year  1979  so  that 
Pennsylvania  wiU  have  approximately 
83,000,000  annuaUy  from  that  source  to 
assist  in  construction,  remodeUing  or  en- 
largement of  buildings,  including  the  removal 
of  architectmal  barriers  to  the  handicapped. 

2.  State  legislation  which  wiU  (a)  Provide  at 
least  83,000,000  armuaUy  to  assist  in  con- 
struction, remodeUing  and  enlargement  of 
pubUc  Ubrary  buildings;  (b)  Mandate  the  pro- 
vision of  local  fimds  for  at  least  20  percent  of 
the  cost  of  any  Ubrary  building  construction 
project  and  (c)  Specify  that  the  building  proj- 
ects to  be  assisted  be  accompanied  by  a plan 
for  participation  in  a statewide  network  of 
Ubrary  services,  thus  freeing  the  program 
from  pressure  to  fimd  projects  which  are  not 
suited  to  the  overaU  needs  of  the  people  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

3.  The  addition  of  any  pubUcly  funded  Ubrary 
facUity,  e.g.,  county  law  Ubrary,  to  eUgibUity 
for  federal  and  state  construction  fimds. 

b.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  caUs  on  the  United  States 
Congress  and  the  President  to  continue  its 
present  Categorical  Aid  Program  to  Ubraries 
through  funding  to  authorized  levels  of  the  Ele- 
mentary and  Secondary  Education  Act,  The 
Higher  Education  Act,  The  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act,  and  The  Medical  Library  As- 
sistance Act,  to  add  Law  and  Health  Sciences 
Libraries  open  to  the  pubUc  as  eUgible  for 
assistance,  and  to  include  Ubraries  as  bene- 
ficiaries in  aU  economic  stimulation  bills  involv- 
ing construction  and  manpower.

STATE 

1.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  calls  for  the  estabhsh- 
ment  within  the  Department  of  Education  of  a 
Commission  on  Library  Services,  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  to  replace  and  assume  the  func- 
tions of  the  existing  Advisory  Cotmcil  on 
Library  Development.  The  Commission  should 
estabhsh  pohcy  for  the  State  Library  Agency 
and  for  the  coordination  of  state  funded 
cooperative  programs  among  different  types  of 
hbraries,  but  should  not  impinge  on  the 
autonomy  or  management  of  a school,  special 
or  academic  hbrary.  The  Conference  also  calls 
on  the  Governor  and  the  Legislatme  to  budget 
and  appropriate  ftmds  to  the  State  Library 
Agency  sufficient  to  carry  out  its  responsibility 
as  a major  back-up  resource  for  other  hbraries 
in  the  Commonwealth  and  as  an  information 
source  for  State  government,  to  assure  that  a 
responsible  planning  and  evaluation  arm  of  the 
State  Library  is  estabhshed  and  maintained  at 
an  effective  level,  and  to  provide  specialized 
consultant  services  in  library  technology,  chil- 
dren’s and  young  adult  services,  and  academic 
hbraries. 

2.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  cahs  on  the  Pennsylvania 


Legislature  to  enact  a program  that  whl  provide 
financial  incentives  to  make  the  resources  of  ah 
Pennsylvania  hbraries  more  readily  available  to 
ah  residents  through  inter-library  cooperative 
programs  coordinated  and  funded  through  the 
State  Library  Agency.  The  Conference  also  cahs 
on  the  State  Library  to  support  financiahy  a 
statewide  dehvery  service  for  exchange  of 
hbrary  materials  for  ah  types  of  hbraries. 

3.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  recommends  the  fohowing 
action: 

a.  Immediate  passage  of  House  Bhl  408  or 
Senate  Bhl  357  (identical  bihs  in  their 
original  form)  and  appropriation  of  funds  for 
fuh  implementaton.  (This  proposed  legisla- 
tion would  authorize  additional  state  aid  to 
local  hbraries,  coimty  hbraries,  and  four  re- 
gional resource  hbraries,  and  increase  equal- 
ization aid  to  hbraries  in  economicahy  dis- 
tressed commimities.) 

b.  Development  of  legislation  which  wih  (1) 
require  every  cotmty  government  to  provide 
financial  support  for  public  hbrary  service  to 
ah  its  residents  and  (2)  that  whl  provide 
state  fimding  for  such  service  equal  to  half 
the  cost  of  pubhc  hbrary  service  statewide. 
Each  cotmty  government  should  be  required 
to  estabhsh  a cotmty  hbrary  board  to  carry

out  the  service  program,  and  coimties  having 
fewer  than  10,000  residents  should  combine 
with  another  county  or  coimties  to  carry  out 
a pubhc  hbrary  service  program. 

c.  Legislation  to  increase  the  state  aid  to 
district  hbrary  centers  from  25  cents  per 
capita  to  75  cents  per  capita,  requiring  in  ex- 
change that  district  hbraries  offer  free  bor- 
rowing privileges  to  all  residents  of  the 
district. 

4.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  calls  on  the  Pennsylvania 
Legislature  to  enact  House  Bill  1241,  which  re- 
quires the  provision  of  a fully  certified  school 
hbrarian  for  every  elementary  and  secondary 
school  housing  at  least  250  students.  To  pro- 
vide the  necessary  financial  support  for  dis- 
tricts to  achieve  this  mandate,  the  Conference 
also  calls  upon  the  Legislature  to  enact  legisla- 
tion and  to  appropriate  funds  for  school  dis- 
tricts within  the  Commonwealth  specifically  for 
the  development  and  implementation  of  school 
hbrary  media  programs  to  carry  out  their  basic 
responsibihties  within  the  total  school  pro- 
gram. Furthermore,  the  Conference  cahs  upon 
the  State  Board  of  Education  to  estabhsh  stan- 
dards relating  to  the  provision  of  such  mater- 
ials, so  that  no  school  student  shah  be  deprived 
of  the  advantages  of  an  adequate  hbrary  media 
program. 

The  Conference  also  caUs  on  the  Governor,  the 
Secretary  of  Education  and  the  Commissioner 
for  Basic  Education  to  strengthen  and  broaden 
the  scope  of  the  Division  of  School  Library 
Media  Services,  Bureau  of  Instructional  Sup- 
port Services,  to  enhance  the  Dmsion’s  staff 
abhity  to  serve  as  consultants,  effectively  plan, 
develop,  monitor  and  evaluate  the  school  hbrary 
media  programs  in  the  pubhc  and  non-pubhc 
schools  in  Pennsylvania,  and  to  develop  haison 
with  the  Bureau  of  Library  Development. 

5.  a.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 

Information  Services  caUs  for  the  estabhsh- 


ment  of  a Statewide  Study  Commission  rep- 
resenting consvuners,  agencies,  and  hbraries 
to  review  the  present  structure  of  hbrary 
service  to  the  handicapped  either  physicaUy 
(blindness,  shut-ins,  deafness,  institutional- 
ized, disabled,  etc.)  or  mentahy  (learning  dis- 
abled, retardation,  mental  illness,  etc.)  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Com- 
mission would  make  recommendations  as  to 
the  future  structure  that  both  the  State 
Library  and  local  hbraries  should  have  in 
order  to  be  responsive  to  the  hbrary  needs  of 
the  patron,  whether  within  the  local  hbrary 
setting,  through  mail  hbrary  service,  or 
through  special  hbraries  such  as  hbraries  for 
the  blind  and  physicaUy  handicapped. 

b.  The  Conference  caUs  on  the  State  Leg- 
islature to  appropriate  permanent  frmds  to 
insure  that  deaf  and  hearing  impaired  individ- 
uals may  receive  equal  access  to  derive  bene- 
fits from  aU  hbrary  programs  and  services. 

c.  The  Conference  also  caUs  for  the  estab- 
hshment  within  the  State  Library  of  a new 
Bureau  of  Services  for  Special  Patrons, 
charged  with  the  responsibUity  of  encourag- 
ing the  development  of  hbrary  services  for 
the  institutionalized  through  existing  or  new 
hbrary  service  organizations,  and  with  provi- 
sion of  such  central  services  or  backup  serv- 
ices as  are  necessary  to  assure  adequate 
hbrary  services  and  programs  to  residents  in . 
institutions  of  the  Commonwealth. 

6.  The  Governor’s  Conference  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Services  caUs  for  (1)  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Supreme  Court,  with  advice  from  the 
State  Law  Library,  to  estabhsh  standards  of 
county  law  hbrary  service  (2)  legislation  requir- 
ing every  coimty  government  to  provide  finan- 
cial support  for  pubhc  law  hbrary  service  to  aU 
its  residents  and  (3)  legislation  providing  state 
funding  to  equalize  the  services  statewide,  and 
(4)  distribution  of  aU  pertinent  court  reports 
and  other  state  law  pubhcations  automaticaUy 
to  coimty  law  hbraries .

Funding 


Under  the  guidelines  set  forth  by  Congress  in  PL  93-568,  the  National 
Commission  on  Libraries  and  Information  Services  allocated  some  of  the  monies 
for  the  operation  of  the  Conference.  They  were  supplemented  by  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  ftmds,  administered  through  the 
State  Library  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  addition,  private  monies  were  sohcited  from  Pittsburgh  corporations  to  defray 
delegate  expenses  and  activities.
